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GENERIC CHARACTER. 


Feet commonly eight (in fome fpecies fix or ten), befides 
two chelz. 

Palpi or feelers fix, unequal. 

Eyes two, diftant, in moft fpecies footítalked ; elongated, 
moveable. 

Mandible thick. 

Lip triple. 

Tail articulated, unarmed. 


SPECIFIC CHARACTER. 


Elongated Cancer with ferrated chel&, and tail muricated 
on each fide by a triple row of fharp protuberances. 


THIS curious animal is about the fize of the common 
lobfter. The antennze, as in that fpecies, are fmooth and 
fetaceous. The four fmaller ones (which are united at 
the bafe) are about an inch and half long. The thorax 
is {mooth on the upper part, but on the ridge of the fides 
is very ftrongly muricated with moderately diftant and 
extremely ftout fpines, fome of which are fo fhort and 
obtufe as to be rather tubercles than Ípines. 
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The chelæ or large claws, which in this fpecies are 
pretty exactly equal, are ferrated on the edges by a double 
feries of fharpened protuberances. The legs are alfo 
ferrated proportionally in the fame manner. The tail 
(which forms the principal fpecific character) is moft 
ftrongly muricated on each fide with a treble row of 
large, pointed tubercles, between which are difpofed here 
and there a few fmaller ones, fo as to invade a little the 
exact feries in which the principal ones are difpofed. 
The colour of this animal (fo far as can be collected from 
the fpecimens preferved in fpirits) is moftly red, or like 
that of a boiled lobíter ; but blue on the fides of the claws 
and fome other parts. — — 

Its place in the genus fhould be next to the Cancer 
Homarus, to which it is moft allied, though differing 
widely as a fpecies.
